Hartnell College's "Believe It or Not" football squad, vic¬ 
torious in four out of its last five outings, may be tagged as 
the junior college team to watch in 1955. 

"Hartnell College looks like a great prospect for honors 
next year," pointed out Mike Welds, former publicity man 
for the Junior Rose Bowl. Others heaped praise on the rug¬ 
ged Hartnell eleven that upset Monterey Peninsula College 
in the "Big Game" of Northern California junior college 
football. Coach Ken Blue's charges beat Monterey 19-6 
before more than 6,000 fans in Salinas, Thanksgiving Day. 

"Tom Kyle, fullback; Paul Nava, halfback, Marvin Rob¬ 
erts, guard; and Gary Schnieckert, tackle; can't be praised 
enough," Blue said. He pointed out that the entire squad 
showed tremendous improvement since its first contest 
against Yuba at Marysville last September.
